No real friend of silver in or out of 


Congress expects an; favorable results 
from the International Monetary Confer- 
ence. It was proposed by Republican 
politicians to help the party in the Pros 
identtal campaign, 
Harrison 
invited 


European nations to send delegates or 
commissioners to the conference, and 
they as an act of courtesy accepted, but 
gave the commissioners no authority to 
bind the» to any agreement. 
Three of 


the five commissioners appointed by the 
President are opposed to free coinage, 
Senator Jones of Nevada and Represen- 
tative McCreary being the only members 
in favor of it. 


It is now oonc^oed that the conference 


is a failure. 
Tho London Times and 


other European journals admit that it 
will accomplish nothing and predicted, 
what has already hupponeil, that a sharp 
decline in the price of silver would be 
he result. 
We must therefore rely 011 


home efforts to restore silver to its old 
standard. 
The power which demone- 


tized it can remooetize it. 
An Act of 


Congress kept its value above $1 29 per 
ounce lor over eigiity years, and an Act 
of Congress opening tho mints for its 
eoinuge on the gHtno terms a? gold wonld 
restore it to its former st«udtud and 
ksfp it there without the expenditure of 
a dollar on the part of the Government 
except the expense incurred in running 
the mint. 


Stewart, Bland and other acknowl- 


edged silver chmnpions are being naked 
thtir opinions as to the course to pursue 
iu the event of tho conference being a 
failure, 
Stewart proclaims that the sil- 


ver mon should insist on reciprocity nnd 
vote for no me«9 re advocated by tl)B 
old parties unless they get votes for free 
coinage in return. 
This would compel 


friendly 
legislation for silver, as the 


fncndri of silver could block all legisla- 
tion in both Senate and House. 


Bland snya he never liked the Sherman 


Commodity Act of 1890, and stated at 
the time of its passage by the House that 
it would not increase the value of silver 
nor tend to promotn its restoration as 
money. He styles it " a connecting link 
between demonetization an<l sotpplhing 
better," aud thinks it would be bad 
policy to repeal it unless we can get 
something better. 


Others favor a plan of campaign at- 


taching a free coinage bill as a rider to 
appropriation bills and bills for the 
modification of the tariff and thus force 
its passage, while all agree that the 
present or next Congress tuust do some- 
thing to restore it to its former standard 
or the people will elect a Congress two 
years hence on (hut issue alone and leave 
Mr. Cleveland at the close of his term 
•with an opposition Congress. 


The silver question U the main issue. 


We must have a reasonably high tariff 
•whichever party is iu power to pioducc 
revenue for the support of the Govern- 
ment, and the people arc determined to 
have more money, and the safest, easiest 
aud moat natural method of increasing 
tlie volume of money is to open tlie 
mints for the coinage of gold and silver 
as the founders of the government de- 
signed, and ns all nations did u n t i l the 
money lenders of Europe and the United 
States combined for selfish purpoars to 
demonetize ontt-hnlf the money of the 
world.

The Grant Piue of Japan. 


The great pine of Japan, called Dai 


Matsli, stands on the coast of the inland 
sea of Bivoa, nbout three inilos from 
Otsu. The priests who have charge of 
the tree declare that it wn* mentioned 
in the records of their cloister 800 years 
ngo, ami that it w«s planted A. D. 
670. 
It is counted among the eight 


wondi-ry of Japan, and its singular as- 
pect, as it stretches its long branches 
t'ar out ou every sido over ix scaffolding 
formed by mere than !500 poles, has been 
pictured in many books of travel. Al- 
though it is fully exposed to the wind, 
and althoxigh its trunks uud branches 
bear more than one lightning scar, it is 
still vigorous, and only a gradual thin- 
ning out of its foliago boars witness to 
its great antiquity. 


At two feet above the ground the di- 


ameter of its trunk is l."i feet 9 inches, 
its height is 84 feet, and the diameter ot 
its widely stretched crown is 242 feet. 
Four houses formerly stood among its 
branches, bxit two of them were mined 
in a great storm a few years ago. 
The 


other two are still largely resorted toby 
supper parties on summer evenings, and 
the Japanese take special delight in lis- 
tening to the dripping of rain into the 
water from the boughs, as they over- 
hung the uea.— Garden and Forest
